2. Document D1 , which is considered to represent the most relevant state of the art 
for the matter defined in independent claim 1 , discloses a package 
comprising a closed bag of plastic film containing a tray according to the preamble 
of claim 1, from which the subject-matter of claim 1 differs in that: 

- the package and/or the tray comprise means to partially unbag said tray from 
said pacl<age only up to a predetermined maximum extent. 

2.1 The problem to be solved by the present invention is that of render a user able of 
re-packing the goods contained in a flexible plastic bag in a secure and easy way. 

3. For completeness of information it is observed that document FR-A-2 649 672, cited in 
the search report, discloses a telescopic carton box constituted by an external rigid 
cover containing an intemal container which can be pulled out to a certain extent from 
the cover thanks to stop means formed on both cover and intemal container(see in 
particular fig. 3). In spite of the fact that such stop means perfonm the same operation 
as in the present application, it is considered implausible that the skilled man could think 
of combining the teaching of D1 and FR-A-2 649 672, regarding it as being an obvious 
design option to include this feature in the package described in D1 , so to arrive to a 
package according to claimi, on account of the very different nature of the packages 
disclosed in these cited documents. 

The problems to be solved by the two inventions are different as well. 

The problem to be solved by the carton box of FR-A-2 649 672 is that of providing an 

inviolable box in which the contained goods should remain in the darkness. 

4. The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore novel (Article 33(2) PCT) and the 
solution to the above-mentioned problem proposed in claim J is considered as 
involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT). 

5. The dependent claims define additional embodiments of the invention.

2a, 5, 6), 
said film (10) enclosing a tray (3), said film (10) comprising opening means (6, 
52, 53) being provided for the possibility to open said package (1 ) at a 
predetemiined position of the package (1), characterized in that said package 
(1 ) and/or said tray (3) comprise means (5, 52, 31) to partially unbag said tray 
(3) from said package (1) only up to a predetermined maximum extent. 

2. Package (1 ) according to claim 1 , characterized in, that said tray (3) is 
provided to carry packaged goods (4).
